WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—Two_ propos'- 
tions of importance to St. Louis are being 
considered by ‘the Treasury offictals in con- 
nection with the crusade of the Post-Dis- 
patch to secure the cleaning and intesyior 
and exterior lighting of the St. Louis Fed- 
eral Building.

THE BRITISH NEED MORE MEN. 
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Congress with a request for an appropria- 
tion large enough to properly equip the 
building for twenty years to come. 
Speaking of the two propositions to-day, 
a Treasury Department official said: 
“There are several points to consider in 
the matter. If the Post-Dispatch and the 
‘ people of St. Louis insist upon immediate 
or early improvement, then proposition 
number one should be taken up. We can 
modernize the plant probably within the 
present fiscal year. But we could not put 
in a new plant for perhaps fifteen months. 
“If the Post-Dispatch, as leader of the 
crusade for improvement of the present 
wretched and inadequate care of the build- 
ing, desires to secure an entirely new heat- 
ing and lighting plant, with new electric 
elevators, light inside and out, and the 
floors thoroughly cleaned, it should take 
up proposition number two. Of course that 
means a delay of more than a year, but the 
result, when attained, will compensate for 


the necessary delay.” - 

These suggestions are made on the part 
of the officials quoted, in order to unde-- 
stand the situation and aid the departmenr | 
in deciding upon a remedy for the evils 
pointed out by the Post-Dispaich.

‘Remarkable Career of a Man Who Had 


Many Times Been a 
Millionaire. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—C. Merideth Simp- 
Son, Several times in life said to have been 
@ millionaire, was recently found dead in 
his room at Mills House No. 1, this city. 
He was 77 years of age and had made the 
house his home several months, The body 
Was taken in charge by an undertaker and 
Word sent to the dead man’s brother, Gen. 
Marcus Simpson of Chicago. Mr. 
Oniy daughter, who lives in this city, was 
#iso notined. The story that friends tell of 
the dead man's careei is a story of cease.ess 
battles with fortune, batties that had mil- 
lions for their stake. Mr. Simpson was 
born in Esperance, N. Y., and when a buoy 
went to New Orieens, where he soon:es- 
tablished himseif in the dry goods business. 

Prosperity smiled upon his venture, and at 
the outbreak of the civi! war he was rated 
“uS one of the wealthiest businessmen and 
lurgest land owners in the State. Like many 
others he saw. everything swept away by 
tne rebeilbon and came north to recuperate 
heaith and fortune. 

He took an office in the financial! district 
and soon became known as a promoter, It 
was Mr. Simpson who at one time con- 
ceived the idea of selling the stock of the 
Third Avenue Surface road to a syndicate 
of English capitalists. Kverything was in 
readiness for the transfer and the promoter 
Saw himself about to reap a handsome 
‘profit. Then a hitch came and the deal fell 
through. With dozens similar situated, Mr. 
Simpson was again reduced to poverty in 
‘the crash that followed the failure of Grant 
& Ward. In the latter years of his life Mr, 
Simpson’s time and energy had been taken 
up in litigation over the famous Woodhouse 
.Mexican bonds, said to involve a sum of 
money between $5,000,0000 and $15,000,000. 

These bonds have been the subject of 
Congressional investigation, internationai 
corresponde nce and litigation since the early 
"60s. They were originally issued to Daniel 
Woodhouse, and on Jan. 26, 1867, were of- 
ficially denounced by Ignacio Mariscal, Sec- 
retary of the Mexican Legation, as fraudu- 
lent. After an appeal to the President the 
bonds were officially touched on in a Presi- 
dential message to Congress on Juiy 1, 
188 


For a nominal sum Mr. Simpson obtained 
the bonds years ago and since then has been 
fighting to realize on them. At one time it 
Was said by a ceaeyee he was offered $2,.0,- 
000 for the bond

ROOT MAY AID CHICAGO 


Inclines to the Opinion That the Con- 
sent of Congress Is Not Needed 
to Open the Ditch. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WAjSHINGTON Dec. 8.—Secretary of War 
Elihu Root is not disposed to accept as 
final or conclusive the proposition that the 
Chicago Drainage Canal Company cannot 
now connect the waters of Lake Michigan 
with the canal without consent of Congress. 
This position of the Secretary of War puts 
anew phase on the fight being made by the 
St. Louis delegation to prevent St. Louis 
sewage in its drinking 
water. There is now a strong probability 
that the War Department will assume its 
right to allow the canal w pe connected 
with the lake without asking Congress any- 
thing about it. Congressman Bartholdt 
Called on the Secretary of War this morn- 
ing when he informed Secretary Root that 
as Congress was now in session, consent 
would have to be obtained from it, the lai- 
ter demurred. He said that he had not 
looked up the matter, but as he under- 
stood it, the permission granted by his pre- 
decessor, Gen. Alger, would probably hold 
good without action by Congyess.

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HE ISSUES AN ADDRESS “TO THE 
AMERICAN PEOPLE.”’ : 


THINKS LIBERTIES IN DANGER. 


Precedent Established in His Case, He 
Says, Is Dangerous to All Fu- 
ture Minorities. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—In an address to 
the “American People’ Congressman-elect 
‘Brigham H. Roberts of Utah makes strong 
protest agains: the action of the House of 
Representatives in refusing to allow him to 
take oath of office until after an investiga- 
tion. He says in part: 

“The member from Utah Is not allowed 
to take the oath of his office and a commit- 
tee is appointed to try him as to his al- 
leged guilt of the offenses charged. 

“Its membership is made up entirely of 
those who voted to adopt the method of 
procedure. Not one who voted against it 
was allowed to find a place on that com- 
mittee; and if the creation of such a tri- 
bunal for such a purpose be allowed, there 
is no reason why the contmittee should not 
be made up of members of one political 
faith—for the majority may do as it pleases 
about that. 

“I ask the American people to stop and 
think what that may mean to this country 
in times of high political excitement and 
party strife and passion. 

“1. A formidable minority in the House 
may be reduced to a very insignificant mi- 
nority, or even blotted out of existence. 

‘2. The representation to which a state is 
entitled on the floor of the House may be 
denied to it—as in this Utah case—for any 
length of time this committee may elect to 
deny it such representation, Suppose that 
in this case the committee shall see proper 
to proceed with reasonable expedition to 
consider the questions involved, but what 
is there to hinder it delaying its action, 
under one pretext or another, as long as 
it pleases? 

“it may take a week, a month or a year 
to make its investigations, for it is author- 
ized to send for papers and persons, to ex- 
amine witnesses, and is not even instructed 
to report at as early a date as possibie. It 
can prolong its investigations two years as 
well as a month or a year, if it so elects; 
and meantime deny to a State representa- 
tion, and it may defeat altogether the ex- 
pressed will of a people of a State as to 
their choice of a Representative. 

“If the present . Republican House can 
thus deprive Utah of her representation, 
there is no reason why it could not deny 
Virginia hers,;even though she has 10 Rep- 
resentatives, for 10 Represent: itives, as 
easily as one, can be turned away from the 
bar of the House, and one State as we ll as 
another, if a bare majority in the House 
chooses to have it so. 

“3. This new precedent also strikes down 
the Constitutional guarantee of a right to 
one accused of crime to a speedy and public 
trial by an impartial jury of the State 
wherein the crime shall have been com- 
mitted. It will be useless to deny this 


Statement by saying that in the charge 
against me, which resulted in the appoint- 
ment of this extraordinary committee of in- 
vestigation, it is said that a transcript of 
the proceedings of a court in Utah evidences 
the fact that the member from Utah 
pleaded guilty to a misdemeanct in the year 
I888—12 years ago, and when Utah was a 
territory. 

“Whatever political disabilities were cre- 
ated by that event were removed by the 
SOVereign State of Utah when, in the 
adoption of her State constitution in 1895, 
she, by her sovereign power, declared 
What should be the qualifications of her 
electorate, and d possess them all. 

“I deny the right of the House to con- 
fer any such power on its committee. If Il 
were guilty of the misdemeanor charged, 
even flagrantly so—here in the capitaj—-l 
could not even be arrested for the offense, 
so slight is it considered under the law. 

“But why this appeal to the American | 


people? Because violence is threatened to |: ‘ 


the safeguards of your liberties. Because | 
the right of the rule of the majority in 
one of the sovereign States in the Union | 
is being denied. 

“It is true that the Representative from 
Utah is a ‘Mormon,’ and just now against 
the Mormon people a wave of popular sen- 
timent has been created by a falsehood— 
chiefly by the charge that Utah has brok- 
en her compact with the United States in 
the matter of polygamy; that her people 
contemplate a revival of polygamous mar- 
riages; that the seating of Utah’s repre- 
sentative would be regarded by her Mor- 
mon population as an indorsement of po- 
lygamy and would be a menace to the 
American home. 

“Upon my honor as a Representative 
from the State of Utah, a man in whom 
the State of Utah has_ reposed its confi- 
dence, both noné¢Mormons as well as Mor- 
mons, I solemnly deny those charges. 

“American citizens, it is a ‘Mormon’ who 
is the object of the popul: ar clamor to-day, 
May it not be the Catholic or the Metho- 
dist or the free-thinker to-morrow? If the 
rights of the Representative from Utah 
and of his State cannut be safe-wuarded by 
the provisions of the Constitution and the 
laws from the frenzy of popular fury, set 
on fire by falsehood and distortion, what 
KUarantee have we that any one’s rights 
| are secure 

“I know not whether in this fight I shall 
win or lose, whether justice shall triumph 
or malice bear down fustice, but I shal 
have this satisfaction if 1 fall—that when

THE OPINION OF A PREACHER. 


Takes Congressmen to Task for Du- 
plicity in the Case of Mormon 
Representative Roberts. 


Speclal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—The Rev. Henry 
Frank of this city advocates a single stand- 
ard of morals for men and women, and in 
the doing has created a sharp sensaiion. 
In an address. last night he declared that 
“ngt one man in 1000 trusts his wife. He 
would not trust her with his pocketbook, 
his business, or to go out into the word 
without his guidance.”’ 


Then, in explaining his startling 
mark, the good parson said: 

“Man knows his wife.purer than him: 
self, ‘but he dares not truet ‘himself, ana 
dares not subject her to the same toumpta- 
tions.”’ 

Warming to his subject, 
tinued: 

-“‘All morals are the result of accidental 
customs. The problem of the relation of 
man and women is the establishment of 
one common etandard of morals It has 
heen a question whether it was dangerous 
to permit women the same  mor- 
al laxity as men, or to re- 
strict men ‘to the same moral Hife as 
the fair sex. I see no reason for any dlt- 
ferentiation between the sexes in moral 
standards, physical or psychological. 

“Woman through all the past hag been 
considered social property—nothing move. 
The reason of the two standards to-day Is 
because we still think woman is a sort of 
domestic property. Get rid of that proper- 
ty idea and you will establish equanity. 
““The monogamous relation is merely an 
accidenfal nevessity. Polygamy pre ‘eded 
it, polyandry preceded that. No written 
law prescribed these conditions, They were 
merely the social necessity and physical 
compulsion of society as it then existed, 
All this storm against Roberts in -Con- 
gress is hypocritical ahd damnable, As 
long as Congressmen and social leaders are 
living double, triple and multiple lives, the 
condemnation of this man is absurd, He 
at least honestly protects these three wom- 
en—more than can be said for other men.

SHE ASKED TO SEE THE BODY OF 
LEAH ATKINSON. 


It Is Believed She Was the Girl’s 
Mother and That Her Home Is 
in St. Louis—A Parting 
zmbrace. 


The suicide of Leah Atkinson, 18 years old, 
who took poison at the house of Nellie Mar- 
tin in Belleville last Sunday night, has de- 
veloped a mystery. 
black’’ has appeared and disappeared and 
has caused much speculation as to her 
identily. 

Since Tuesday the body of the unfortunate 
girl has been at the undertaking rooms of 
Gunlach & Co., in Belleville, awaiting snip- 
ment to Jacksonviile. 

Shortly after noon Thursday a woman, 
apparently about:30 years of age, of at- 
tractive appearance and genteel bearing, 
called at the office of the undertaking firm. 
She was attired in a closely-fitting talior- 
made costume of black. : 

Frank Gundlach was in the office. With- 
out introducing herself the woman asked 
him if the body of the girl was still there. 
He told her that it was. She seemed glad 
that this was so. She asked a few ques- 
tions about what was being done about 
shipping the body and then asked permis- 
sion to view the remains. 

Mr. Gundlach said she could see the body 
and led the way up the carpeted steps to 
a room on the second floor. Mr. Gundiach 
removed the covering from the face of the 
dead The woman in biack started 


nition. ( 
She bent over the form of the girl _ 
tenderly kissed the lips again and again. 

She had become oblivious to the presence 
of Mr. Gundlach, who had stepped back 
and was watching her with amazement. 

“Oh.”’ she said to the dead girl, “if you 
had not died in such a place and under such 
conditions I would know what to do with 
you, but as itis I can do nothing. 

Then she recalled Mr. Gundlach’s presence 
and added, gazing sorrowfully at the face 
of the girl, ‘poor child! She was only a 
child. She was only 15 years old.” 

Mr. Gundlach ventured to suggest that 
she seemed to be older than that, 

“T know when she came into the world,” 
said the woman, “and by whom she was 
brought into the world and where. I know 
more about her than anyone else. 

Mr. Gundlach asked her who sne 
She refused to tell. 
vet am a stranger in Belleville,’’ she said. 
“Nobody here knows me and nobody here 
will ever know me. It is out of the ques- 
tion for me to let my identity be known.” 

She took a last lingering look at the face 
of the dead girl. kissed the cold lips again, 
and, erving softly, followed Mr. Gundlach 
down stairs. As she was leaving she said: 

‘“T will return Saturday to find out what 
disposition has been made of the body.”’ 

“Tt was a strange, sad visit, said Mr. 
Gundlach, ‘‘and | am at a loss to under- 
stand it all. From the woman's actions 
and her genuine grief, though, I can't help 
but believe that she is the unfortunate girl’s 
own mother.” 

Before her death the girl told her asso- 
cjates that her father was a Chicago un- 
dertaker, and that her mother lived in Bt. 
Louis. 

The story of the girl’s life, told by Mrs. 
McClure of Jacksonville, who came to Belle- 
ville to take charge of the remains, does 
not serve to clear up the mystery. She says 
that the girl was desertéd by her parents 
when she was oniy 3 years old, after which 
she was adopted by Mrs. J. B. Donnelson 
of Jacksonville. When she was ll vears old 
Mrs. McClure says she was abducted and 
taken to a house, where she was married to 
a man while under the influence of liquor. 

It was expected Friday morning that the 
body of the girl would be. shipped before 
evening. When Mrs. McClure arrived two 
days ago she found that she did not have 
yuite enough money to pay all the expenses 
of embalming and shipping the remains. 
She appealed in vain to the people of both 
sexes who had been the associates of the 
girl, and it began ‘to look as if the body 
would, after all, have to be buried in pot- 
ter’s field. Thursday afternoon a number 
of Christian ladies, whose hearts had been 
touched by the fate of the girl, contributed

A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT. 


The House of Representatives set a dangerous precedent 
when it refused to permit Brigham H. Roberts to take the 
oath. 

Roberts was excluded on mere allegation of fact for which 
no proof is offered. He should have been tried in Utah and 
{f convicted the question of his eligibility would have come 
up. The House could then deal with the case as it might 
think fit. 

If Roberts’ expulsion is to be accepted as a binding prec- 
edent, anybody can procure the rejection of a member-elect 
by charging crime. A partisan and unscrupulous majority 
might be incliixd to,make use of such an expedient for most 
unpatriotic purposes. 

It is unfortunate that the Roberts case was not consid- 
ered on its merits. If what is charged is true, he could not 
have held his seat, and there is no doubt of its truth. By 
rejecting him at the bar the House has created a precedent 
full of danger. 
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There will always be a deficit in cities where pay-rolls are 
stuffed and where work that is never done is paid for in large

The private secretary must know the correct forms of notes 
and letters, and must know at least one language besides 
English. The position is one especially adapted to women 
who have to come down in the world. Experience in society 
is calculated to fit a woman for a private secretaryship. 

Especially does a woman who is suddenly raised from pov- 
erty to affluence without any previous social experience need 
the services of a private secretary. 

Here is the opportunity for decayed gentlewomen, or gen- 
tlewomen in decayed circumstances, whichever it is. Get a 
private secretaryship with a woman who wants to be polished 
up a bit. 
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The Mexican Herald's conclusion that the President’s mes- 
gage means that “the American people have put away the 
temptation of territorial acquisition” is an amusing foreign 
comment. 
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TRUSTS AND ThE TARIFF. 


The President declares himself an enemy of the trusts and 
recommends legislation to suppress them. 

Very good; there is the protective tariff. Most manu- 
facturing trusts were created and are supported by the du- 
ties of the Dingley law. Take off these duties or reduce 
them to the revenue limit and the monopoly would be broken 
by foreign competition. 

The atrocious Tin Plate Trust is a case in point. -This 
monopoly was built upon the McKinley law of 1890. It has 
developed into one of the most vicious and oppressive ty- 
rannies known in the business world. Its managers admit 
that it depends upon the tariff. 

Here is a good place to begin. Let Mr. MeKinley, in a brief 
special message, recommend the abolition of the duties which

ENGLISH STEADINESS. 
In an article on “English Fighters’ in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, Stephen Crane, the author and _ correspondent, 
dwells upon “the grand steadiness of the English people” in 


*the presence of disaster in South Africa. 


“If such reverses had happened to a French force the Min- 
istry would already have fled to the frontier and a mob would 
be in the Elysee smashing furniture,” says Mr. Crane. 

Nothing could better mark the distinction between national 
success and failure. The Anglo-Saxon can “take punish- 
ment” without whimpering and without getting excited. The 
Frenchman loses his head and precipitates a revolution. 

This ‘grand steadiness’ is what makes the English face 
freat. In the horne island, and in the colonies, this quality en- 
ables them to hold together in all sorts of weather and win 
victories in the face of the greatest odds. It will enable 
them to win in South Africa, unless, perchance, the Boers 
have yet a grander steadiness, which seems to be the fact. 
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The message is a misrepresentation of Philippine affairs. 
It could not well be otherwise. The truth would condemn the 
Administration. 
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AN IMPUDENT MONOPOLY. 


For some time past it has been given out as a fact in In- 
dianapolis that the natural gas supply is running low and 
fears have been expressed that it was approaching®ex- 
haustion. 3 

Recent developments, however, go to show that these re- 
ports are manufactured by the corporations controlling the 
supply. in 1897 the companies accepted an ordinance binding 
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tract. 


Sg the president of one of the companies lets the cat out 
oO e bag. He proposes to pipe the gas to Chicago, where a 
better price can be obtained than in Indianapolis under the 
contract. This amounts to a confession that the companies 
will not obey the terms of the ordinance; not that they can- 
not, but that they will not. They have something better. 

The case illustrates the vice of public wofk performed for 
private profit. The people of Indianapolis are at the mercy of 
an impudent monopoly which contracts. do not bind and law 


does got terrify. If they do not like it they can use candles 
or kerosene. 


The proposal to put up a great public library on the site of 
the Exposition Building should be carefully considered. The 
source from which it comes is an assurance of disinterested 
public spirit. Mr. F. W. Lehman, who is urging the plan, has 
no ax to grind, and it does not appear that anybody is “work- 
ing” the city for private benefit. Whether or not the pro- 
posal in its present form is the wisest and most economical is 


yet to be determined. It should be investigated and judged 
on its merits. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL, BUT UNWISE. 


When the Post-Dispatch counseled acceptance of the 
unanimous decision of the State Supreme Court on the police 
law and no further delay or litigation unless the clearest 
warrant of necessity or equity can be found, it did not intend 
to indorse the law as a wise one. 

Holding from the beginning that it was within the power of 
the State LegisJature to regulate the police department of 
the city and provide for its support out of the City Treasury, 
the Post-Dispatch warned the Legislature, the Governor and 
his St. Louis henchmen not to force upon St. Louis a partisan 
measure which would unnecessarily burden the Municipal 
Treasury. Warning and counsel were unheeded. The bill 
was shaped to fit the ends of machine politics. THe need’ of 
an increased police force was made an excuse for creating 
unnecessary places, increasing salaries all along the line anda 
placing unwarranted powers in the hands of a partisan board. 

The burden, therefore, of the entanglement which has de- 
moralized thé police force and deprived hundreds of men of 
the means of support for months does not all rest on the Re- 
publican politicians. It must be shared by Democratic poli- 
ticians who used the legislative power for personal and polit- 
ical ends. The Republican opponents of the law find support 
for their opposition in popular sentiment against partisan leg- 
islation in police matters. 

Although the law is declared constitutional by the Supreme 
Court, it does not follow that it is a wise or a safe law. or 
does not lay an unnecessary burden on the people of St. Louis, 
The court did not pass upon the wisdom of the legislative act. 
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Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts and Mr. Stewart of Nevada have 
declared their intention to submit bills providing for the elec- 
tion of Senators by a plurality vote, when, after reasonable 
delay, the majority in a legislative joint convention fail to 
agree. This would be an improvement upon the present. elec- 
tion method, but the whole thing should really be turned 
over to the people. 
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One of the saddest results of war expansion is the ‘‘declin- 
ing and falling off’. of Speaker Henderson, who said a few 
years ago: “The bull fight, the cock pit, the prize ring and 
the battlefield must all go down together.’’ Now he is ready 
to earry out the Administration’s unjust Philippine policy 
and he does: not seem unwilling’ to do it. 

The Senate nay go against Clark because he is charged 
with paying sums so large for votes. Putting prices so high 
encourages corrupt legislators to bleed candidates beyond 
all reason. The Senatorial purchaser must be protected 
against a bull movement in legislative votes. 

That was a wise couple who returned their marriage license, 
and resolved not to marry, because of differences in religious 
belief. Much unhappiness and many divorce suits would be 
prevented if those who are matrimonially inclined would be 
sure that they are right before going ahead. 
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The bad manners shown in Washington towards the daugh- 
ter of Congressman Roberts does not speak well for the en- 
lightenment of the national capital. Of all American cities, 
Washington should endeavor to show that the American peo- 
ple are not lacking in culture and refinement. 
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Our new possessions afford an excuse for costly junketings 
and many other needless Government expenses. The main- 
tenance of a great army and a great navy is only a part of 
the cost of war expansion. 
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The Northwestern farmer does not see how he is going to 
raise enough 60-cent wheat to pay the advanced trust prices 
for farming implements and other agricultural necessaries. 


The absence of a high-tariff paragraph in Mr. McKinley’s 
message must have surprised the Maine man who succeeded 
Mr. Dingley in Congress.

Co. First they obtained from Mr. Car- 
negie an option for $150,000,000. When they 
found they could not raise so much money 
they secured from Mr. Carnegie a <eecond 
option at a reduced figure, $125,000,000, of 
which $25,000,000 was to be in cash and the 
rest in 5 per cent bonds. The consolidation 
under the second option has been hanging 
fire, and the resignation of Mr. Frick is 
the first definite news that Frick’s effort 
to get Mr. Carnegie out has finally failed 
and that as the other alternative he has 
himself got out. 

It has been known for a year that there 
were strong personal differences between 
Mr. Frick and Mr. Carnegie. Mr. Frick’s 
friends have not hesitated to say that he 
considered that the attacks which Mr. Car- 
negie kept making on the national Admin- 
istration in connection with its Philippine 
policy were likely not oniy to hurt the Car- 
negie Steel Co. in the armor plate branch 
of its business, but also tended to create 
a general prejudice against the company 
among Republican business interests. 

The resignation of Mr. Frick is there- 
fore said by Mr. Frick’s friends to indi- 
cate that he and Carnegie have come to 
the parting of the ways. ' 

At the time of Mr. Frick’s resignation, 
which wae on Dec. 5, a statement was given 
out at the Carnegie offices in Pittsburg 
that Mr. Frick had merely grown tired of 
the burden involved in the active manage- 
ment and preferred to become a consulting 
director of the company. Everything was 
harmonious, it was said. This statement 
was not signed by either Mr. Carnegie or 
Mr. Frick, and directly opposed to it are 
certain developments which are now in ac- 
tive progress in Pittsburg and Chicago. 
These developments are as follows: 

Mr. Frick and the Mellon banking firm 
have recently secured possession of every 
available large manufacturing site in the 
Pittsburg district. 

Mr. Frick has bought a large manufactur- 
_ site at Chicago. 

he banking firm of the Mellone of Pitts- 
burg, who stand very close to’ Mr. Frick, 
has organized the Union Steel Co., ostensi- 
bly to manufacture wire and wire rods. 

The Carnegies have secured options ona 
10,000-acre tract of coal in the coke district 
in Washington County, Pennsylvania, and 
the Monongahela Southern Rallroad is to 
be extended into the fleld. 

Mr. Frick has lost $250,000 in cash as his 
part of the forfeit of $1,000,000 by the lapse 
of the $15,000,000 option*on Mr. Carnegie's 
interests, and a large sum in addition by 
the lapse of the $125,000,000 option. 

Henry M. Curry has also resigned from 
the directory of the Carnegie Steel Co., 
Limited, and their places have been taken 
by George Lauder and A. M. Moreland, both 
proteges of Mr. Carnegie.

LOUISVILLE IS TRYING TO SELL. 


The Robisons Also Announce That 
They Are Willing to Part With 
the Cleveland Club. 


The basebail pot is boiling over these 
December mornings. 
It looks now as though the National 


League, at its meeting to be held in New 


York next Tuesday, would surely reduce 
its circuit to eight cluDs. 
From the present outlook, indeed, Cle- 


veland, Louisville, Washington and Balti- 
more are certain to be dropped from the 
League circuit. 

That will leave only eight cities to the 
leading baseball orgarization, New York, 
Brooklyn, Boston and Philadelphia in the 
East, and Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis in the West. |

This plan takes, 
lustration, Washington, Baltimore, 
ville and Cleveland franchises, 
chased for a sum toto, say, $120,000, the ex- 
pense of purchase to be prorated among 
the “big eight’’ clubs. The value of these 
franchises are thus fixed: Washington, 
$20.000; Baltimore, $40,000; Cleveland, $15,- 
000; Louisville, $35,000. By the terms of 
these purchases the big eight are to give 
promissory notes, to be paid within, say, 
two or three years. 


The sales to the eight clubs of the play- 
ers of the four smaller clubs would easily 
foot up $80,000, as figured out on this basis: 
Washington, $20,000; Baltimore, — $20,000; 
Cleveland, $5000; Louisville, $25,090. Then 
the big eight clubs would get back at least 
33 per cent for the return of the surplus 
material to be used as the nucleus for a 
new eight-club league. With $80,000 paid 
for players, the players would have but 
$40,000 to pay the “‘little four’’ for franchise 
purposes—that is, the difference between 
$80,000 and the grand total, $120,000. 

This would leave the League with $5000 
each as the expense for the payment of 
the “little four’ franchises. And this 
amount, as all would be paid not only by 
the eight clubs, but by the public, for the 
proposition is to pay on time—to pay with 
money yet to come through the turnstiles. 
Such payment could be made all the easier 
by deducting a certain percentage of re- 
ceipts for each game and pro rating the 
expense according to the earnings or tak- 
ings of each club. Another pian, which 
would be fairer and even easier than di- 
viding up, is share and share alike. 

The cutting of the League circuit to eight 
clubs. so far as St. Louis is concerned, 
means a great deal, as it will give the loca) 
team much more time at home, and it will 
at the game time have to spend far less 
time on the road.

Caught in the Ladder and His

Thanksgiving day came too early this 
vear for big Ed Keenan of No. 4 Hook and 
Ladder Company. But when the great 
American feast comes around again the 
heart of one brave fireman will be‘ filled 
With gratitude that he is still alive—if he is 


not kilied before that in the unflinching per- 
formance of his duty. 

Keenan has been near death many times. 
He has fled from beneath tottering wails 
and he has stood upon a ladder with a 
stream oi water playing on him to prevent 
his clothing from catching fire. 

but Thursday afternoon he was within 
three feet of death, and that’s nearer than 
he ever was before. Chance saved him as 
it has destroyed many another man in the 
department. 

luate Thursday afternoon an alarm was 
turned in from the box on the stage of the 
Grand Opera House, at which there was 
no performance. The fire was im the Chero- 
kee Hotel, at the southeast corner of Sixth 
and Market streets. 

No, 4 Truck Company was among the 
first to reach the corner. A ladder was 
raised to a second story window and Kee- 
nan was directed to climb it and force an 
entrance through the window. With ax 
in hand he ascended the ladder. He was 
about to swing his ax when a cry of hor- 
ror arose from the crowd. 

The ladder had slipped from the window 
sill and Keenan was hurled headlong to- 
ward the ground. He kept his hold on the 
ax. Men and women in the crowd turned 
away with agonized expressions. 

How Keenan was saved he himself will 
never know. Suddenly the ladder’s fall 
was arrested by a projection above the main 
entrance to the building. The falling figure 
stopped an instant later. 

Keenan’s foot had caught in the ladder 
and he was suspended. His comrades ran 
to his assitance. The crowd pushed for- 
ward and those in its van saw that Kee- 
nan’s head was within three feet of the 
pavement. His knee was badly wrenched, 
but he was otherwise uninjured.
